« Aproclamation of the Queenes Maieſties pardon graunted to cer- 
taine of her ſubiectes vppon the weſt borders, hauyng offended by 
Leonard Dacres abuſyng of them, inarebellion lately ſtirred by him. 


He Nueenes Maieſtie beyng infourmed, that in a late rebellion attemp⸗ 
| ted by Leonarde Dacres in Cumberlande, within the well wardenry vp⸗

= = > and the Kebelles lately fled out of Englande: Ind nowe ſence the ſayde 
Lecnarde Dacres contrary to his falſe perſwaſions, hath manitfeſily declared hym ſelfe by his trayto⸗ 
rous actes, to haue aſſembled this power only to make a newe rebellion againſt her Maieſtie and the 
crowne ofthis Realme: The multitude of her ſayde pooze ſubiectes which were by ſuch falſe and trap 
toꝛous deuices allured to come to him in fozce and armes, without knowledge of his traytoꝛous inten- 
tes, haue moſt lamentably acknowledged and confeſſed their errozs, and with clamoꝛs and outerpinges 
haue accurſed the ſayde Leonarde Dacres, as a moſt wicked and pernitious traytoz, makyngmoſ piti⸗ 
full interceſſions, by meanes of her Mateſttes right truſty and welbeloued coſyn the Loꝛde of Hunſdon, 
gouernour of the towne ol Barwicke, and Loꝛde warden of the eaſt marches towarde Scotlande, that 
they myght be receaued to her Maieſties mercie, and haue their pardonz, with fullintent to be hereaf- 
ter duryng their lyues, moze caretull how to be abuſed, in line maner to aſſemble and arme them ſelues 
bpon pꝛouocation of any pꝛiuate ſubiect, haupng no office noꝛ auctoꝛitie vnder her Maieſtie, as in deede 
the ſayde Leonarde Dacres had none. Herevpon her Maieſtie beyng ſpecially moued by the inkoꝛma⸗ 
tion of her ſapde coſyn the Lozdof huntdon, and alſo of the Loꝛde Scroope her warden vpon the ſame 


ved borders, aſwell ol the abuſe and erroꝛs ol her ſayde ſubiectes, as of their repentaunce (among 


whom, to her Maieſties great comfozt, no gentleman of blood and eſtimation hath ben as yet founde 
to haue offended) hath ben pleaſed to extende her mercie in this ſoꝛt folowyng, That it ſhalbelefull foz 
all her ſapde ſubiectes, which in this rebellion were in company with the ſayde Leonarde Dacres, 02 
any wyſe attendyng oꝛ allyſtyng hym the xtr. and xx. of the laſt moneth of Febzuyary, to returne to their 
habitations and dwellyng places, and immedtatly aſſoone as they may. to geue knowledge to the Loꝛd 
Harden of the ſayde welt marches, oz tothe Sheriffe of any of the ſyyꝛes where their habitations were 
beloze their offences, oz to ſuch inlerioꝛ officers as they ſhallappoynt foz that purpoſe, And therevpon 
her Maieſtie wylleth and commaundeth, that no maner of officer oꝛ other perſon, ſhall moleſt them in 
their perſons, goodes,chatelles, oꝛ landes, foz their aſſyſtyng and aydyng of the ſayde Leonard Dacres 
 tnhisſapde treaſon : ſo as euery ſuch perſon after notice geuen to the ſayde Loꝛde warden, Sheryffe, oz 
their miniſters, ſhall by the direction ol them, ſubmit them ſelues to ſuch oꝛders as by them ſhalbe no- 
titted, foz recognition of their offences: and ſo conſequently euery of them ſhall haue and enioy they: 
fullpardonsfrom her Wateſtte, when ſoeuer they wall ſue foz the ſame in the Chauncery, 

Pꝛouided alwayesthat this her Maieſties pardon ſhall not ertende by any conſtruction to the ſayde 
Leonarde Dacreg, noꝛ any ot his bꝛethꝛen, noz to any that dyd befoze offende in the late rebellion with 
thetwo Earles of Nozthumberlande a n>eſtmerlande, noz to any Juſtices of peace, Conſtables, Kyues, 
Bayliltes of Townes, oꝛ lande Seriantes: noꝛ to any that at the publication of this Pꝛoclamat ion 
(halbe in pꝛyton deteyned foz this rebellion: noꝛ to any perſons that ſhalbe by the Lozde warden ol the 
welt bozders, thought foz their wylfull and contemptuous behauiour in this rebellion, oz foz lacke of 
chen due repentaunce vnwozthy of this mercie : ſo as the names of the ſayde perſons ſo to be thought 
bnwozthy, be in wzptyng ſet vp to be read a openly ſeene at the market croſſe of Carlile , oꝛ other mar- 
let townes in the tayde wardenry, the day of the publication hereof,

'onlye to offer hym her kauour, but to commit to hym charge to repapꝛe into the place where he 
nowe committed this treaſon,and there to ioyne with her warden in ſeruice agaynll the layde rebelleg. 
- Jccozdyng whereunto he departed in al haſte, and as hath ben ſince diſcouered to her Maieſtie,dyd then 
f immediatly in his tourney comming neere the rebels, renewe his koꝛmer conſpiracies by ſecret comfoz- 
ting the ſayde rebels, with pzomiſes ol aydeof men and money, bling koꝛ moze credite the names of 
/pzinces Imbaſſadours : and after that conſpired with them by letters and meſſages, vnder colour of

terinto the playne feelde,agaynſt the Queenes Maieſties power vnder the conduct of the lozde of hunt 
don, which when he woulde haue vanquiſthed (as he certainely accompted that he myght by reaſon of 
his great numbers) he was fozced lyke a traptoꝛ to flee, and all his owne power vanauiſſhedby the tu⸗ 
ice of Jlmightie God, alliſtyng her Mateſties udardens of her Caſt a Middle marches, beyng in num- 
berfarre inferio2s, but in the goodnes of the cauſe karre ſuperiozs, and of chem thꝛough Gods goodnes 
very fewe hurt: wherof it is good foz all perſons to take example, and to beware howe they {hall folow 
the lewde perl wations of any other in cauſes vniuſt agaynſt their ſoueraigne Lady, beyng by Amigh⸗ 
tie God (as is manifeſtly ſeene) o2depned to be the * and banquyliher of all wicked perſons, and 
their attemptes.
